The Bookstore: 

The Monopoly Continues

The commercial space in the 
student centre that once belonged to 
Kampus Kuts, a hair dressing salon 
will soon be home to an expansion of 
the Bookstore. The space, measuring 
309 square feet, was designated as 
commercial space at the time that the 
Student Centre was constructed, and 
this year's Student Centre'sManage- 
ment Committee refused to budge, 
despite the abundance of applications 
for space in the Clubs Room. 

Kampus Kuts was evicted 
from the student centre during the 
summer after failing to pay the re- 
quired rent for quite some time. A d 
vertisements were put out 
inviting applications for 
occupancy. The new occu- 
pant must be a business, 
able to pay the rent, be 
accessible to students and, 
preferably, provide a serv- 
ice not currently offered 
on campus. 

The Student Cen- 
tre Management Commit- 
tee had three proposals. 
The first was for a store 
with fantasy theme, spe- 
cializing in the booming 
comic book industry along 
with related paraphanalia. 
The two students who 



brought the proposal forward pre- 
sented the committee with graphs 
and charts presenting their predicted 
earnings for the first year; they had 
already been running a similar mail 
order business out of their basement. 
The second student proposal 
belonged to two students who al- 
ready have a reputation in Laurendan 
as being upstanding and responsible. 
They proposed to use the space as a 
kind of convienience store which 
would indirectly be in competition 
with the Bookstore and Marriott 
Foods who currently enjoy a mo- 
nopoly over goods in the Laurentian 
student market. They proposed to 
sellL.U. wearandmarketingdieprod- 



uctsot speciticorganizauons on cam- 
pus, as well as items commonly found 
in the average convienience store. 

After long deliberations, the 
Committee chose to go widi the safe 
bet instead of taking a chance on 
students. The Bookstore, which was 
expected to begin renovations on the 
space immediately, will be using the 
space to provide the same kind of 
service suggested by the second stu- 
dent proposal. (Remember, Mariott 
still has the food and beverage mo- 
nopoly, so don't expect to pay any 
less for a Crispy Crunch.) The space 
is still empty and there are still no 
signs of the Bookstore moving in.

On May 24, 1993 the OtT- 
Campus Housing Office was 
born.

Now that students have 
found accommodation for 
this year, many new projects 
are being proposed for the 
next eight months in order to 
prepare for another even 
better summer. The 
pnorities will be on 
improving the housing 
services, such as producing 
a survey, providing 
information brochures, 
establishing a registration 
fee for propnetors. 
evaluating accommodation 



and providmg students with 
access U) free telephones and 
volunteers to drive ihem 
around if required. 

Also proposed, are new 
projects which would expand 
the services to include a car 
pooling system, student 
information centre and 
budget planning sessioas. 

The main focus of the Oft- 
Campus Housing Office 
remains to help students find 
and secure decent and 
affordable housing. The 
housing list will continue to 
be available throughout the 
school year.

Being a lesbian or gay student 
is what could be described as a "queer"' 
experience. That is to say that often 
we feel odd, out-of-place, different, 
suspect. Of course, this is no coinci- 
dence - many people go out of their 
way to show us that, to them, being 
queer means all these things and more. 
Dykes and fags at [Laurentian] are 
often the subject of stares, whispers 
and damning comments. And of 
course we are one of the favorite 
subjects for bathroom literature. 

As students, one of the big- 
gest abuses we face is in the class- 
room. It is here we learn not so much 
that queers are evil or abnormal, but 
thatwedon'texistatall. Heterosexu- 
ality is not only accepted, it is cel- 
ebrated and promoted to the exclu- 
sion of all else. We are surrounded 
by su-aight students, straighter pro- 
fessors, and the straightest adminis- 
trators money can buy. From the 
President's office to the teaching as- 
sistant's classroom there is a long 
series of decisions being made which 
result in the systematic abuse of queer 
students. We end up either silenced 



compleiecy or forced to lie about our 
sexuality. 

In most courses, lesbian and 
gay history, experience and reality is 
not addressed - and if by chance it is 
mentioned, it is quickl y brushed aside 
in order that the class can get onto 
*more solid ground'. Professors of- 
ten fear addressing such topics, an- 
ticipating nasty student evaluations 
which may potentially lead to reper- 
cussions at the time of tenure ap- 
poinunents. Teachers at [Laurentian] 
who have dared to mention the words 
lesbian and gay in the classroom, 
know well that there will likely be a 
number of complaints to higher au- 
thorities that "all they harp on is ho- 
mosexuals." The result is that the 
issue is ignored completely. 

Even in programs where tra- 
ditional methods of teaching are 
tossed aside in favour of more pro- 
gressive and inclusive ones, lesbian 
and gay issues are not only shirked 
but subjugated by repeated focus on 
heterosexuality. It sounds strange 
and manipulative, but frankly, what 
we have now is active recruiunent 
towards heterosexuality. The sick 
irony is that one only has to mention 
lesbians or gays for the briefest mo- 
ment to be accused of coming-on to 
someone, or hating straights, or re- 
cruiting to "homosexuality", or be- 
ing just generally fucked up. Mean- 
while, we are not only ignored in the 
classroom, but in fact coerced to 
recongnize heterosexuality as the only 



legitimate way of life and expression 
of sexuality. 

Educators, of course, have 
responsibility to challenge the 
thoughts of those sitting in the class- 
rooms. This becomes increasingly 
difficult, however, when deans, chairs 
and those on the [eleventh] floor, do 
not care whether queer students 
have a comfortable environment to 
learn in and refuse to show solid 
support for teachers who discuss les- 
bians and gays. Professors and T As, 
knowing the repercussions and po- 
tential hatred one faces if labeled 
queer, and realizing the lack of sup- 
port throughout the entire institution, 
are not willing to take up the battle. 
All this presupposes that if given the 
support, a teacher would happily en- 
gage in discussions of queer reality. 
The opposite is generally the case 
and as so, students are encouraged 
to remain bolted behind the closet 
door. For many, the silence can be as 
overbearing as the invisibility is safe. 

The'out' student faces a 
number of unique challenges. The 
most common reaction to the student 
who refers to their sexuality is 
shocked silence as both classmates 
and teachers alike "wonder if they 
really meant to say tbat," or if it was 
a "slip". This response is directly 
related to the attitude that sexuality is 
not an issue for education but should 
be delegated to the bedroom. Often 
the entire issue is glossed over in an 
attempt to 'let* the sudent pretend it 



didn't happen. More importantly, it 
allows the rest of the class to pretend 
the same thing. The queer student is 
taught through this process of selec- 
tive hearing that there are only cer- 
tain things that can be addressed 
within the sacred confmesof iheclass- 
room. Queer reality, the one which 
they happen to identify with, the one 
that informs what they ieam and how 
they see things is not one of them. 

It would be impossible to ad- 
equately describe the feelings which 
this treatment brings out. But imag- 
ine for a moment if the roles were 
changed. What would it be like for a 
heterosexual in a society which was 
predominantly queer? 

You walk tato class, just like 
you do every other day wondering 
if there are other straight students 
in there* You figure there must be 
since according to statistics 10 % of 
all people are straight. Nobody 
ever talks about straight issues ex- 
cept in terms of this mythical 
"them^' or^*other'\ You are sur- 
rounded by queers. Everything 
you read is about queers. Every 
movie you watch in class has only 
queer people talking about their 
lives and problems. Nobody in the 
class has said they are straight, 
probably because they are afraid 
of being stared at, of being treated 
like they are diseased, of being 
thought of as perverted, of being 
called names like breeder" or 
"het," or perhaps they're afraid of 



just being ignored. For all you 
know you are the only straight per- 
son in the room, and the only one 
who sees your sexuality as loving, 
caring, warm and beautiful. There 
is no one to talk to about it so part 
of you believes every thmg that they 
say about straight people - even 
though it doesn't feel that it could 
be true. All you know is that you 
have a big secret which can never 
be revealed. You must never be 
caught. Maybe you cover up 
through some other method. What- 
ever happens, your classroom ex- 
perience is one of masks and se- 
crets and foreign identities. You 
are in all ways an outsider. 

This is the experience which 
many lesbians and gays, first coming 
to university and expecting a new 
freedom, endure in isolation. If the 
discriminatory effects of the 
heterosexist classroom continue to 
be ignored, this isolation wiU con- 
tinue. If administrators and others in 
positions of power and responsibiUty 
continue to ignore these problems, 
universities will continue to serve 
only a portion of Uiose enrolled. The 
reality is that the magnitude of 
homophobia in the classroom is re- 
flectiveofthedeeply rooted discrimi- 
natory mores of the entire institution. 
Before we can educate others, how- 
ever, wemusteducateourselves. This 
education starts whith the premise 
tiiat queers are not the problem ... 
homophobia is the problem.

CHOICES CTcan meet many 
career exploration needs and help in 
career decision-making. Some of 
these needs are: 

- to obtain information about specific 
occupations 

- to sort occupations according to 



their potential to meet personal needs, 
preferences or expectations; 

- to expand or reduce the number of 
career possibilities to be considered; 

- to explore career alternatives based 
on personal priorities and values; 

- to identify appropriate training and/ 
or education alternatives 

- and to verify appropriateness of 
pre-conceived career considerations. 

The user may begin with Oc- 
cupations which offers Explore, a 
section which asks the user to 
prioritize aspects of the work world 
such as Education (i.e., do you want 
only those occupations listed which 
require a university degree, or also 
those requiring less?). Interests (for 
best results, list only the top 2 or 3), 
and so on. The sections, Specific and 
Compare, give you up-to-date de- 
scriptions of occupations and how 
they relate to the requirements you 
specified for your ideal occupation. 
Related will give you a list of related 
occupations not included in the origi- 
nal list 



The second method of using 
CHOICES CT is to begin with the 
Career Area Interest Checklist, a ques- 
tionnaire of 144 work tasks to which 
you give your reaction. At the end of 
the exercise, the program assesses 
your levels of interest in the 12 Ca- 
reer Areas. You then enter the Occu- 
pations section for your list and subUst 
of occupations related to your ex- 
pressed interest. 

The third method is to select 
Transferable Skills, for those who 
have had a number of years in the 
work force. By entering the list of 
jobs you have held and other factors, 
you can generate a list of occupations 
which use the skills you have already 
mastered and which you may or may 
not wish to continue to use. 

The Education component of 
the program covers all educational 
institutions in Canada. Whatever oc- 
cupation you select, you will be able 
to find where the appropriate training 
is offered, the address of the institu- 
tion, whether it has living accommo- 



dations, what the admission criteria 
are - even a form leaer asking for 
further information and the institu- 
tion's calendar. 

You can spend one hour with 
Choices or one evening or several. It 



is an extremely useful tool, but only 
if you use it Please remember that it 
reacts to the choices you make and 
data that you enter. It is not a crystal 
ball and cannot guess where you will 
fmd the greatest success and chal- 
lenge. Only you, the user, can do that.

Some of the new songs are in 
contrast lighter and more whimsical 
than anything Sarah has previously 
penned. "Before, I didn't want to 
write when I was happy," she ex- 
plains. "It was almost as if I needed 
to be depressed in order to be crea- 
tive". But part of her artistic and 
personal maturation has been learn- 
ing to enjoy the good things in her 
life.

'■ petence puisque 48,6% ont obtenu une cote inferieure ^ 2. Le developpement des 
competences en redaction ne depend pas du nombre de cours de frangais auxquels ils ont ete 
exposes mais plutot de la qualite de Tenseignement qu'ils ontregu non seulement dans ces cours 
mais aussi tout au long de leur scolarite. 

Finalement, I'experience academique de niveau post-secondaire ne semble pas avoir 
augmente les chances de succes vis-avis du test de competence.
